Our Lake-Survey. | 

The chief officers of the United States Lake- 
Survey have recently forwarded to the Secretary 
of War an interesting report of their operations 
up to the present time. The American shore 
line of the great lakes, their connecting rivers, 
and islands, gives a total length of a little more 
than 5,000 miles, and it is deemed advisable to 
take in about 1,000 miles of the Canadian shore 
line nearest to the American shore. Of this 
total of 6,000 miles, about 4.800 have been al- 
ready surveyed and mapped, the work including 
clo¢e soundings to depths of 24 feet, less frequent 
soundings toa distance of seven miles from 
sliore, the topographical survey of shore lines, 
aud the determination of the geodetic position of 
important points. 

The survey of La . Clair, the St. Clair 
River, and Lakes Huron and Superior are com- 
pleted. That of Lake Michigan is nealy 
finished, and the survey of the St. Lawrence 
River has been carried from the northern boun- 
dary of New York nearly to Lake Ontario. 
Lakes Champlain, Ontario, and Erie, and the 
Niagara River, have yet to be surveyed. 

In addition to the requirements of commerce, 
the labors of the Lake“Survey will furnish valu- 
able informatica to the astronomer. The 
French Academy determined, in the last cen- 
tury, that the metre, or unit of measure 
|} (nearly forty inches), should be the ten-millionth 
part of a quadrant of the meridian ; but it has 
long since been found that their assumed 
measure was too small, and the oeract 
amount of its error is scarcely yet 
determined. Indeed, we have good 
reason to believe that the figure of the earth is 
far from being the true oblate spheroid which it 
has been represented for 200 years past, the sur- 
face of the sea level being an figure. 
. The true dimensions of the earth, in each direo- 

tion, can only be obtained by carefully conducted 
measurements of the lengths of degrees at many 
different portions of the surface. 

Several of these arcs have been measured in 
the old world. France and England have found 
the length of a line 1,500 miles long, extending 
from the Shetland Isles to the Mediterranean; 
and that line is now being extended into 
Africa, whence it will be undoubtedly 
connected with one at the Cape of 
Good Hope, and with one already 
measured in Russia and Norway, giving us an 
accurately known line of some 7,000 miles in 
length, or nearly three-tentas of the whole cir- 
cuniference of the globe. 

In order to obtain conclusive results, these 
measures must be compared with similar ones 
made on the American Continent. and, if possi- 
ble, in Eastern Asia. The work of the Coast-

The Bishop of Manchester, England, recently 
gave some good advice to policemen when he 
urged them to resist the temptation of acquir- 
ing reputation by leading offenders into a trap 
and then arresting them, and to use their best 
endeavors to prevent crime. This excellent ad- 
vice has a wide significanee. The prevention of 
crime is the first business of u policeman, not 
the detection of it. Where the prevention is 
impossible, then the detection is his main object; 
but in this case it is rare that any useful result 
is reached by urging on culprits to commit fresh 
crimes. In nine cases out of ten, it is the quiet 
policeman who never figures in the newspapers, 
and who is not celebrated for the large 
number of arrests he makes, that is the best po- 
lieeman, and the most reliable in an emergency. 
It is true, as a rule, everywhere, that there are 
too many arrests made. It would subserve the 
ends of public order and justice much more effi- 
ciently for policemen, in numerous inatances, to
